tives to vilify the urgency of being obliged to have 
recourfe to thefe means of giving printed inftru@ions. 
Af this muft be the cafe, it proves that nothing can ef- 
cape the malicious fling of cavilling fpite and calumny, 
notwithitanding that long time might refute all thofe ar- 
guments tending to prove againft the difinterefted prin- 
‘ciple of help offered to human mifery. But inthis ine 
fiance, if unequivocal and authentic demonttration, for 
a long time, cawnot be fufficient to perfuade of the dif- 
intereited motives which have guided the individual in 
his purfuit of offering affiflance to the afflifed, he 
is obliged to have receurfe to premonition, in regard to 
what 
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what hereafter may be faid by interefled beings, con- 
{tantly watching for occafion to indulge themfeives in 
giving vent to their fatirical difpofitions ; therefore, tak- 
ing this occafion to have them detetted.before hand, and 
confute them, one muft make a general confeffion of — 
the unalterable principle inducing to try to give affit- 
ance to the fuffering human fpecies ;- and in this occur= 
rence, if it eannot be prevented to have afierted that 
fortune will be the butt-end of the proceeding ; alfo thefe 
feducing means have been negle@ed till now, not to fay 
defpifed. In oppofition to that affertion, unregretted 
wealth has been lavifhed on the undertaking; and this 
muift be fufficient evidence that fuch a profperous con- 
clufion for others will be the only end of this prefent la- 
bour. But as fortune in thefe interefted days is the pre- 
valent idol of all wifhes and purfuits, one cannot de-_ 
ny to be entirely free from the common worthip; and to 
conclude and give chance to have it afferted, it is and 
‘has been evident and clearly demonftrated, that the for- 
mer properties of the one who is aiming at making a for- 
tune, have been employed to the help of the affli€ted, and 
which then being their natural patrimony, what is extant 
may be confidered as their own, and unqueftionably ferv- 
ing for their relief. Therefore, 11 cannot be denied, 
in future, that if a fortune is to be made, or is making, 
it will be the general and facred one of the afflided, and 
will be an unalienable one, ferving entirely to their

By this authentic and folemn declaration, one may fee 
that it is not without foundation that malice is fufpicious 
of a lucrous view and intention, and its aflertion cannot 
be taxed with abfurd improbability. But as the way of 
difpofing of the favours of the worfhipped deity widely 
differs from the common rule, and is not intended to 
ferve to fatiate pride and its fancy, and by pompous ex~ 
hibition to be confumed on the fantaftical altar of vanity, 
it becomes neceffary to give a brief narration of this diz 
ametrical deviation from the general mode. And this 
appearing ftrange and extraordinary, the dete€tion of 
it will ferve to explain the various peremptory rea-

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fons oppofing, unlicenfed knowledge.of. reprobated. nozO- 
logical. orthodoxy from having any pretenfions to. the, 
legitimated fees which cheerfully and gratefully are of- 
fered and received. by. the regular, ‘liberal, fuperlative, {cl- 
entifical and. competent lees eg life’s invigorator, and 
of its _prolongation, beneficent promoter, to ‘their equita 
ble Fewards for their, trouble and general fuccefs, forin- 
ing no claim, or pretenfion, and. ee competitor with 
thofe who unequivocally. and palpably evince, their equi- 
ty by the modelt value fixed to their falusiferous expe- 
dients, and the “unappreciable advantage received by. 
their feftaries wilfully caufing their generous oblations.. , 
: Hence mult be revealed the numerous reafons why. 
fuch natural and equitabl e offerings are rejeGed, and, re- | 
luéted by ruftical phylical doétrine. Upon that head one” 
muft not be afhamed to declare that the principal caufe 
may be afcribed to a confeflion of i incompetency, and as. 
havi ing been deprived unfortunately of methodical inftruc 
tion; and alfo. of knowledge and power like thole regu~. 
larly graduated and trained tn the {cience of enviable and. 
efficient remedies ; by the afliflance of which, thofe 
honourably licenciated of the healing art, and privileged. 
wife, obtain certain ‘triumph over human infinite mifery. 
and incalculable infirmities. Hence, deprived of their. 
effential means and jure refourcces, it muit not. bea. matier. 
fufceptible of exciting furprife, if incapacity and igno- 
rance defpotically do not.fix an extravagant value, and at 
pleafure raife the tariff of the fatal confequence of its, 
multiplied blunders. And if intlead. of lamenting upon. 
them, and the refult of inability being paid for largely, i 
-fhould predacioufly. bereave the miferable fuffering un 
mercifully of their urgent properties, if not of their 
alimentary fullenance, and to candidly difctofe the ufe of 
the depredating extortion, would be for the purpole of 
fatiating either inordinate gluttony, ‘infolent pride, or 
oftentatious vanity, giutted with the fpoils of the widows 
and orphans, ferocioufly ride over the furviving relations 
of the deftroyed human fatal vi€im of an erroneous know- 
_Jedge, in regard to the one of pre{ervation. Being on that, 
chapter, fe cannot deny that there exifts between re 
: an 
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and other creatures a wide difference; this truth is con{pi- 
cuoutly difplayed by comparing hinman: with other eréay

ftance it muft be mentioned, and afleried openly and fin- 
cerely, revealing one’s own infufficiency mutt foflice to 
infer the furprize whiy no means of compeniauion which 
might have been expofed to be taxed of fraudulous extor- 
tion, and as ferving to compenfate fiétitious fervice; upon 
fuch a chapter, it becomes neccffary to extend thé confiftent 
reafon why candid incompetency, confefling' its own in- 
fignificant merit, muft, on the occafion of trying to give 
uncertain relief to oben; continue to rejeQy not to fay 
Jovereignly abhor, the only word of reward; and thefé 
in the fulfilling the facred debt impofed upon bamané 
and unflinted hearts, but feduloufly on this occaffon feruti- 
nizing the legitimate titles and effectual expedients which 
are lefe in the power of i somal to check thé confufion 
of human maladies : Upon that fcore experience and prac 
tice both leave it inconteftable, and beyond the power of 
denigation, that to efficiently triuthph over the chaos of 
difeafes, modern refined knowledgé has adopted ex- 
clufively, and has for charging horfe, a prevalent, fpéecifi- 
cal ingredient, which by its “ponderous virtue can for- 
cibly ‘make felt its falutiferous Lo sake which are 

regularly and methodically under the tute lary protection 
of the {putative purifying falivation. Of the éffeQual re- 
fult of the effential procefs; we have to give a fuccin& nar- 
rative, and relate the marvellous fuccefs. 

To cut fhort on the falivating procefs, oné may fay that 
ihe awful flabbering apparatus fuccefsfully terminated, if 
the favoured paflive devotee is robuft enough in his con- 

{titution 
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flitution to have gone through the miraculous. procefs, 
without any mortal impediment, through their revivifying 
purification, lank and emaciated, as if having experienced 
the excarnificating inftrument, the well-termed patient 
evinces his having received the effeQual introduction and 
incorporation of the mercurial god, by both gums and 
mouth, and alfo in their fockets a few {taggering teeth, 
if not effectually left toothlefs. Add to thefe bleflings, and 
2s a {pecimen of a perfpicuous identification to the mer 
curial divinity, the pureft votaries one muft fay become 
affimilated tothe fubterraneous efficacious metallic fpe- 
cific, then unable to be exnofed to the tickling air, 
without fenfible nipping emotion, and likewife run. 
ning the danger of evaporation.’ But being infinite in its 
operation, as well as in its future benediétion, the pon- 
derous falivarious catholicon being too prolific in its in- 
calculable difpenfations, if unable to give the full enume- 
ration of them all, at leaft the following muft not be redué- 
ed to oblivion, and pafs unnoticed, as one of its memo- 
rable fruits and produ@ions, which to the favoured fec- 
tary give the complete affimilation to a barometer; and 
that in return, and to retaliate their generous oblation, 
and that in their own frame and internal conftitution, fuch 
an ufeful inftrument being at their difpofition, then they 
are enabled to others to deliver enviable prediétion, and of 
the weather prognofticate the ultimate variation. Though 
fuch are in part, and without diffimulation, the moft com- 
mendable effeéts and ufeful donations of the prevalent ex-. 
clufive {pecific of difeafes, the god of redemption of the me- 
tallte ipirit, and promoter of falivation; if the experience of 
there generated, by the favour of thefe metallic miraculous: 
antidotes, could difpenfe with relating its wonderful effe& | 
and fubfequent difpenfation, undifguifed fincerity {cruples 
not to have them in part difclofed, and then refer to equity. 
W hen ignorance has no other remedy at its difpofal for the 
purpofe of alleviating human mifery, aware of its defi- 
ciency of knowledge, means and experience, what could’ 
then authorize the want of Capacity, to arbitrarily fet an 
enormous value on this frantic mode of martyrization; and 
more fo in pretending to. give alleviation, if affociating to 
| this, 
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this metallic Proteus juice, the extraGled one of the 
narcotic vegetable, going under the name of poppy, alfo, 
hike its volatile partner, to the liberal diftributor it gives 
the facility of having its drefs multiplied and varied to 
infinity. Invelligating alfo the efles of this fecondary 
pretended fpecific, it is an inconteflable truth, that this 
fimilar cameleon panacea has no other virtue than to be- 
numb the whole frame, and to lull and momentarily give 
eafe to the accefs, which may be compared to the fleep of 
the lion, and its furious awakening in{tantaneoufly, the pala 
having ceafed without the caufe having been deftroyed ; 
then, after the examination of the effe& operated by the 
narcotictextraction, varioufly mixed, temporary relief 
is the only produ€tion operated by the intimate partner of 
the prevalent pharmaceutic metallic god, whofe moti 
notorious effeé inthe human body, equal in virtue tothe 
promoter of prolific {peftoration, is to operate an efficient 
ftupefaétion. Aid this is the prevalent fecond engine em- 
‘ployed in the purfuit of conquering human difeates. But 
‘as their inexpugnable ftubbornnefs makes void the attack 
of thofe pharmaceutic beilipotent arms, and ignorance in 
‘the attempt being made fenfible of its incompetency, does 
not diflemble the refult of its aggravating remedies. What 
then could give it pretenfion to make the miferable vic- 
tims of blunders and blindnefs pay, and deprive them~ 
felves of their property, to compenfate for their torment, 
if not death, without any confideration ? Having deteét- 
ed the pernicious effe€ts of the two prevalent {pecifics. 
employed by ignorance to afluage pain, or extirpate dif- 
eafes, obvioufly proving by experience their beins of a 
detrimental nature in human bodies, then what other ex. 
pedient could authorize the claiming any fee, reward, 
or compenfation ? Could it be the phlebotomical fcheme ? 
Upon that head, it is of old notoriety, that this expedi- 
ent Is one of the principal and prevalent ones that is prac- 
tiled to expel difeafes and repair human bodies. Then 
is the recompenfe more legitimated, by indifcriminately 
and implacably extirpating out of the bodies of the cre- 
dulous, paffive fe€taries, their fluxus juice, blood,. or 
vital eflence, Alfo, fucha reverend denomination might. 

» be 
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be thought of an hyperbolical nature, as an indicatiory 
of refpeét, and an idea of the precioufnefs of the fub- 
dtance. It muft not be forgotten, that the narration is 
amade by the inert knowledge, and rulticity continually 


denoting its not having been regularly inftruéed in phy- 


fiol logical matter, and confequently by incompetent in- 


firu€tors informing methodically of the infignificancy, of 
the liquid, and fcientifically apprizing of its perpetual, 
permanent, multiplying reproduction.

ture, endowed with the faculty of refleQi ion, it’ may 
appear ftrange to the fludious obferver, that in cafes of 
2 morbid redundancy, torpidity or filthinefs of the blood, 
men are not, like other creatures, inftraéted by nature 
to purify the vital mafs by falutary expedients, inftead 
of thruding it out of the body, and by’repeated reduion 
expofing it to a debilitated flate. As the admirer of the 
perfection of nature cannot but find an oftenfible cen 
traft in the defieiency of human ‘knowledge; every thing. 
being. undeniably under the fpecial infpeétion and regu-

whatone muft prefume had been intended for them; and 


cogitating on the notoriotis difparity of perception with 
regard to human and other animals, one cannot help’ 
thinking thatitis ah evident contraft in the univerfal har- 
niony » and if none are able to explain thé caule of hue 
man defe&ion; beholding its con{pictious effeAs, one is 
obliged to infer, that an infuperable hand prevents the 
opening of human knowledge,’ and difentan gling the de~’ 
vious mind of man from the ftate of darkwefs into which 
it is undeniably funk; and condemned to- remain.

and minds not infeéted with abfurd materialifm, will 
be perfuaded that every thing is contlantly fubordinated 
and infpeéted by the percipient univerfal, Supervifor ; 
and both the omniprefence and omnifeience of the Su. 
preme Beholder not being doubted, one cannot queltion 
fis being intimately acquainted with human prolific mi- 
fery, and alfo with their defe@ive and delufive refources, 
and want of knowledge to difpel their manifold maladies. 
—Sincere in fuch a perfuafion, one mult infer, that if 
no amelioration is offered and adopted, to enable man- 


Kind to fucceed in preventing or eradicating their. dif 
eafes, one cannot but repeat, that it mult be the abfolute 
effet of an uncontroulable power. Undifguifed minds, 
impreffled with fuch natural fentimentss; may mention 
them, to augment the multiplied ponderous and folvable 
teafons why no reward, of any defcription, voluntarily: 
or arbitrarily can be fet on the affiftance offered te man. 
kind in their pains and diftrefs, which might not be tax. 
ed with deception, and as impofing upon, diflrefs:-and 
credulity, for fallacious fervice and affiltance. olsen 
Such general dete&ion, in this junfturey ought to be a 
fufficient and clear vindication, if neither fees nor emo- 
jument can be received, and are exploded, in the trial 
to alleviate human infirmities—deviating from the gene-. 
tal principle of rapacioufly receiving alimony, and that 
for uncertain and equivocal fuccefs, in the attempt to 
affuage pain. and difpel mifery. Feeding upon them,; 
fhould not one deferve the honourable title and glorious. 
epithet, and receive the denomination, for fuch noto- 
rious conduét, of the ardent, ravenous friend of human. : 
ifeafes ? | ! : 
| It: 
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It is certain that the profpe@ is nota very flattering 
one. Then, to juflify the accuracy of the appellation, 
by venial purfuit, and by an inept art of a very gratify 
ing nature, one may depofe, that only ‘the dread of 
deferving fuch a degrading denomination, and of be. 
ing fulpeéted of making human milery a profitable and 
continual objeét of fpeculation, and not to be accufed of 
enjoying deleétation at their increafe, then the appre- 
henfion of being fulpeéted of finding enjoyment and grati- 
fication in diftrefs, fhould be fufficient to extirpate any 
lucrous temptation of receiving cainpentation in the tri- 
al of giving relief to multiplied human difeafes and pro- 
lific infirmities, and to impart the fenfation which mult 
be unavoidably felt at the refle@ion of being cbliged and 
conftrained te live upon the fole and nett produét of a 
fietitious art; and that to afford the indifpenfable wants 
of life, the aliments neceflary to its fufenance being the 
refult of deception, in all times being offered to the 
body before their introdu€tion; the only refle€tion that 
they fhould be legitimately gained, and confequently 
iniquitous, if not regretted by neceffity, this fad reflec. 
tion at leaft would be moiftened and diluted by the moft 
abundant bitter tears, if confent could be given to their 

introda dion. | 
- Being confident that the fruits of theiy iniquity are 
obtained by privileged means, and that fuch a fubGif- 
ence fhould be comfidered as extorted booty, that had 
bereft of their alimentary pittance, and forced to hard 
Jabeur, and reduced to ftarvation, numerous diftreffed 
families, viélims of a fatal credulity; and, to continue 
the fad narration of the difmal picture which the thoughts 
of their wretchednefs would continually exhibit before 
grieved eyes, the affeing {pettacle of thofe unfortunate 
human beings condemned to drudgine labour for the 
purpole of maintaining themfelves and families; their 
‘painful and degrading fituation, conitantly prefent to the 
mind, would unavoidably reproach as being the infen- 
{ible abettor and principal caufe of fuch a mournful cx. 
hibition. Ifthe view of fuch feenes, peculiar to civi- 
lized fociety, is common, and generally looked upon as 
| being 
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being the natural order of things, by one who cannot 
behold it without forrowfal impreffron, it muft not ‘ap- 
pear ftrange, if, fearing to increafe the gloomy piéture, 
fcruples are manifelted, denoting the wilh to have im it 
‘no participation. Alfo the view of the miferable affem- 
blage of rags and patched garments, intended (but im- 
perfeétly ferving) to cover fatigued and {tarving bodies, 
extenuated with all the “ variety of wretchednefs ;’?— 
which fhould be a caufe of conftant reproach to a luxu- 
rioufly covered one, and fhould fternly reprefent to its 
pofleifor, that its fuperior drefs and fuperfluous bodily 
ornament, ferving to cover its own frame, have pre- 
vented others from covering their nudities. 

Fearing fuch an accufation, it muft not be a matter of 
furprife, if no compenfation can be accepted for bodily 
ornament, which could only ferve to make a fhow and 
external appearance, while the internal one, full of re- 
morfe, and afhamed of its extorted fleece, would fhud- 
der at its Iniguitous ufurpation. Then, rather than wear 
an opprobrious drefs, expofing to continual: reproaches, 
it mult be confeffed, that one ought to prefer wearing 
rags one’s felf, to compelling others to cover their bo- 
dics with them. Rescate | 
_ Surveying the refidue of the confiftent and imperious 
motives, and the lealt of the numerous wants which 
could authorife to make a charge in the purfuit of try- 
ing to alleviate human pains and mifery, houfehold fur- 
niture may be urged as one of an indifpenfable nature ; 
then we have to examine fuch indifpenfable urgency, and, 
whether they are of a tenor to excufe and authorize re- 
tribution; but clofely fcratinizing the urgency of thofe. 
moveables, generally afferted to be-articles of abfo- 
lute neceffity, one will find moft of them of an idcal 
nature, and only ornaments of vanity, encumberting its 
abode with innumerable fuperfluities. But ferioufly ex- 
amining thofe luxurious houfe-toys, without being daz- 
zled by the brilliancy of their appearance, thofe curious: 
produttions feem to be more intended to make a thew, 
and pleafe the eyes by fumptuous exhibition, than to be 
inade ule of. But to thofe who have no eyes to feed by 
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oflentatious view, thofe luxurious monuments could be 
of no other ufe than to ferve as pieces of remembrance, 
and an explicit memento, continually informing that the 
author of thofe produ€tions, and the ill-fated beings who 
have been employed in their execution, have had their 
conttitution, if not their exiftence, deftroyed by their 
painful labour ; and were reduced by fweat of blood to 
earn a livelibood, and with a trifling falary to fupport 
themfelves and progeny, and purchafe the moft inferior 
alimental fubfiftence. Rather than to be expofed to have 
the view of obje&s which continually contributed to 
make fuch mournful refleGions, better to do without 
having a numerous colleétion of tokens of fancy, and 
fumptuous houfe decorations, in this occurrence, when 
they could not be acquired but by impofing on the cre- 
dulity of the multitude, and for fidliticus fervices de~ 
prive fuffering beings of the fruits of their works, and 
even of their beds and furpiture, and unmercifully re- 
duce needy wretches to fleep. upon hardnefs, in order 
that they themfelyes may be buried alive in foftnefs. 

If the want of furniture, after this dete€tion, cannot 
be, for a ruftical contemning fancy, and all its appen~ 
dages, motives to raife contribution, and bereave others 
of their moveables, in order for himfelf to make accu- 
mulation of thofe luxurious tokens of vanity, what other 
avant could authorize to do it? Would it be for the ex- 
prefs purpofe of keeping in clofe confinement idle beatts, 
and to have them in a fate of readivefs, one wanting to 
give both the limbs and body an effeétual nullity, by 
making ufe of thofe animal quadrupeds, in imitation of 
thofe departed human beings who are carried off to their 
original elemeat, and the prepared digefting crucible of 
diffolution, and confequently in the dandling fituation 
all its fimilaritv and perfeéiion of important automatons, 
with artificial motion exhibit the appearance, and give 
the full repreferitation ? And in thole gliding boxes one 
has in fole a€tivity, and that gives fign of hfe, bur the 
vifual fenfe of perceptibility. With it, in the parading 
exertion, one may have the fight and honourable infpec- 
tion, and the commendable chance of viewing the ee 
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numerable and tattered phalanx of walking indigence ; 
and, by inordinate infulting fumptuofity, make a ftrik. 
ing contraft between adverfity, then tired of reft, and of 
living in abundance, one can make lament. ftarvin 
wearinefs in want of fubfftence s—and fhould the 
bridied beall, loaded with dignity, at random repulfing 
hindrance to his celerity, be a beaft of a fkittith and une. 
rulable inclination, of his ambulating mafter to make 
known the diftin@ion, and of their robult limbs alfo give 
the imprefiron, feruple not, in their aflray and hafty 
circumgirations, with the foot-walkers in the road to 
make Intermixtion; which effeQual refult, promoting 
calualty, likewife of the flourifhing traffic can add to the 
profperity. : : , 
But not being in want, and not wilhing to. perform 
perambatance with fuch help and beneficial affi{tance, 
one may reluét then to be alfimilated to parrots prating 
in cages, and be fufpended in a lanthorn, whofe infide 
one may fay cannot be for ufeful light, deferving. the at. 
tention, to guide, govern and attraét, by its glaring 
miffion, then enfhrined and fufpended in the eminent 
fituation, one may look on one’s felf, and choofe.the 
Genomination, either of automaton birds, or a match- 


Jight in a pharos, by the aifimilation. But wifhing to, 


have no fimilitude with thofe ufefyl cqnfpicuous monu- 
ments of light, to perform ambulant exertion, one mufk 
prefer to apply to the two always ready and inoffenfive 
courfers, inftruments received from nature for the purpofe’ 
of making ule of them, and give them always the pre- 
ference, fooner than to be dandled and honourably rock- 
ed, and for that purpofe nourifh lazy animals, promoters. 
of human ftarvation. Then having no inclination to di- 
rectly or indireQly famith them, and that in pretending. 
to give them relief, and with their uiurped fees keep 
idle luxurious beafts, and with them in triamphal per- 
ambulation ride over and maim the multitude of Crawl-. 
ing infancy, hobbling infirmity, or any one In furprife,, 
unable in time to clear the palfage for the impetuous 
veclitating exertion; and wifhing not alfo to be expofled 

to 


to experience the fame fate which in many inftances the 

ftarting beafts have offered to their malters. : 
What cther pretext then could authorize to lay a value 
either on the real or fi@itious Jervice offered to difeafed 
humanity ? Should it be anfwered, that compcnfation in 
civilized fociety is allowable and neceflary to obtain the 
‘indifpenfable alimentary wants of life, their neceifity can- 
not be denied ; but in clofely examining their nature, 
might they not be diminifhed, if frugality could rule 
them, ‘inftead of a refined fumptuaous intemperance, rav- 
ing after luxurious produ@ions, in order to fatiate an 
ira{cible gluttorty, and by privileged viQual monopoly 
creating a fcarcity, and in the midft of plenty fecing 
others ftarve, and manifefling to have been born for the 
exprefs purpofe of digefting aliment, and offer to the 
univerfal Provider the hidcous iinage of furfeit, and 
view of ghutted rapacity ? De eee bene 
But without giving chance to the afflicted to think that 
their compenfation will ferve and ‘only give them the 
fatisfa@tion of contributing to the banquet of prodigal:- 
ty, it may be anfwered, that even if initead of .alimen- 
tary fuperfluity, thé fubfiflence were reduced to a ftritt 
frugality, thote indifpenfable fubftances mull be obtain- 

éd by fome means or other. ee oibeot tinge 
~The folidity of this argument cannot be denied, nor. 
that living creatures ftand in need of food to repair the 
walle of the body, or ferve to its augmentation. Food 
then for men, as well as for other creatures, by the uni- 
verfal Supplier appears to have been intended for each 
Ipeties to ferve as nutriment; therefore thofe indifpen- 
fable fupports of life not being denied, they are induce. 
ments to make fome digreflion, with regard to the na- 
tural way of their being acquired by each {pecies of 
living creatures. It is of all evidence, and too obvious 
to be contefted, that irrational animals, either carnivo- 
rous or graminivorous, have but to hunt for their food, 
and that it requires no preparation; but with regard to 
men, it is not the cafe. There is nothing which ferves 
for their maintenance, in general, but requires prepara- 
tion, either in culture, improvement or drefs, previous 
Lo 
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to being introduced into the body,;. and. to, facilitaté 
them, jt is inconteftable that men, by their peculiar 
tiru€ture, evince the having received’ the, manual hii 
firuments in order to till, cultivate, and give the laft 
perfeétion to the furface of the 
every ove inconteftably indicating to. have received thole 
uleful members for the exprefs: purpofe, in their, urgent 
necellity, of cd-operating by their labour in raifing ar- 


ticles indifpenfably neceffary to the prefervation of their 


exiftence ; fuch a purfuit in all claffes of animals; and 
the following of it, muft be confidered as. the fulfilling 
of the wife Maker’s intention.

Without extendi ng the deteftion of the numerous rea- 


fons which peremptorily compel them to perfil in‘their, 
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which mankind are incontefably funk, and from which 
it is evident they are unable to difentangle themfelves.” 
Viewing fuch deficiency, the ftudious, obferver of nature. 
cannot account for the contiaft exhibited by man, when 

| compared 
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compared to the surprising sagacity that is @bviously 
and palpably found to exist even in the most abject ir-_ 
rational creatures. Hence, obliged to acknowledge'a su- 
-periority of penetration in them, man, it seems, is re- 
diiced or condemned to yield to this supereminent sa- 
gacity, to apply for instruction to those dumb masters, 
and to corroborate the assertion, as degrading as it might 
appeat, and humiliating to the terrestrial intended supreme 
creature. It is beyond the power of denigation, that the 
most sapient of the specie scruple not to acknowledge, 
that the most precious and predominant expedients that 
are applied by a regular method of obtaining human 
health and restoration, are due to sedulous observers of 
the natural knowledge conspicuously found in the brute 
creation. Then, not afraid of making a breach in their 
elevated and dignified knowledge, those most emincnt 
corporeal rectificators, as fruits of their luminous re- 
Searches, have enriched and augmented human science 
with the lenifying specifical vomiting ; their ingenious ca- 
pacity and laudable sincerity reveal openly, to have taken 
their lessons and instructions from the canine species, or 
making use of the vulgar expresssion, the domestic an- 
imal termed dog ; then by its example and_uscful lesson, 
man bas been instructed and enjoys the advantage of 
puking, and by this ingenious method issuing and as- 
cending undigested feces, and their expellation, they have 
effectually their intestines cleansed, and body purified. 
Also to this valuable expedient, for which they are in- 
‘debted to bestial quadruped instruction, must be added 
that the refrigerative clystering specific is due to the 
aerial aligerous creature called the bird Ibis, though 
some have pretended that such an useful laxative instruc- 
tion was received from the bird Stork. If these two 
eminent discoveries and significant specifics to both vola- 
tile and terrestrial quadruped, men are obligated for the 
admirable introduction, one must not forget to relate with 
these two methodical expedients, upwardly and down- 
wardly effectually scouring the gastrical region or chest, 
that the ineffable and most commendable and practical, 
phlebotomical, physical, pancratical expedients, aa the

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honor of their mirifical discovery, and incalculable’ and

and specifical expedients, upon that chapter it may be 
areued t hat the mercurial one, the most valuable and gen- 
erally mace use of, does not owe its incomparable dis- 


covery, and of late ages prevalent corporeal introduction, 
to the lesson er a by man from dumb beasts. On 
that point, one must be ‘equitable, if, not wishing to be- 
reave Czesar of what belongs to Cesar, and not deny that 


the modish metalic ingredient, the materia prima medicz, 


and pre-eminent article in prevalence, employcd as such 
in regular physical pharmacy 1 is not due to brute crea- 
tures. Then the priority which the silver liquidity has 
obtained over other terrestrial specifics being found in 


the subterraneous and most internal earthly regions, the 
use of its corporeal introduction then cannot be the result 


et lessons given to man by irrational animals. But this 
exception ‘of the miraculous specific does not destroy 
the accuracy of the assertion, and only may serve to con- 


firm and strengthen the argument of human undeniable. 


ignoranee ; notwiths standing that 1f one publicly was to 
venture such an offending assertion, vilifying the pre- 
tended refined knowledge of the generous distributor 
of metalic liquidity, one might.presume that the sincer- 
ity might incense and exasperate the sagacious brain, 

and the venerable dignity of the most supreme, sapienti- 
potent, learned and successful corporeal repairers ; but if 
this disrespect and irreverence in regard to. the 5 
science, and enormous profundity of sight. of the dispen- 


_ ser of long life require vindication, to effectually persuade 


and make lucid the insignificancy and want of | physical 
knowledge ; as some of them more sincere might be 
, conscious 
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conscious of their own defection; we have but to relate 
their opinion thereon, and extract some explicit and un- 
equivocal fragments, susceptible ef giving a precise idea 
of what themselves think of their exquisite learning and 
penetrating ‘sagacity. Upon that score, a candid mem- 
ber, one may suppose, for fitting his vow, has made a 
sincere confession, and that in the behalf, one may infer, 
ef the inerrable and respectable sacred corporation.— 
Of this notorious indiscrect, veridical and eminent ig- 
norant, such are the expression, and plainly of his breth- 
ren divulging the eminence in ignorance. 

_“ We know the theory of but very few diseases.— 
However, we do not hesitate to explain them all, because 
we neither like to seem at a loss before our patients, and 
their half learned attendants, nor to confess our ignor- 
ance.” — Savage’s Nosology, Method, v. 3, p. 125. Ames- 
telodmi, 1763. ; 

But if we do not confess it, we know how to cover it, 
and then we apply indiscriminately to the av ful phlebo- 
tomical expedient and all its apparatus, and hesitate not 
to leave our sectarians void of blood. Qur infinite pen- 
-etration cannot account for the cause of their diseases, 
but can be positive in-asserting the supererozatory re- 
creation of the blood ; and also to speedily effectuate our 
patients’ restoration, indistinctly, from the most tender 
Infancy to the highest state of decrepitude, to impress the 
mind and convince the multitude of our infinite art and 
aptitude, the liquid silver is employed as effectual means 
of rectitude, and artfully distributed ut discretion to jus- 
tify the metallic commutation, with the only difference 
of place of introduction ; one being in the pocket and 
the other in the bowel region; but after this au- 
thentic and solemn declaration of undiscerning ignorance, 
disclosed by one of the most preponderant and sapient 
of the regular physical art, how can any one be surpri- 
sed, if a compensation by an incompetent illogical is not 
prefixed to his heterogenous practice ? while not serupling 
publicly to argue of his deficiency, and his having no 
pretence or intention of being compared or being in 
competition, and his deficient learning put. in par 
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allel with the bright light of the most luminous, either 


-ancient of modern Herculian vetezans, always victorious, 
_and of diseases Vulturous destroyers. To be enabled 


to conquer as those nozological martial heroes author- 


sed to reap the fruit of their conquests, not having in pos- 


session as privileged and patrimonial inheritance to be 
guided in the noble career, rusticity not being governed 
by the useful dial of .a caucasus: of science and ocean of 


Aastructions ; with the assistance of those enormous in- 


structive possessions, if the most sincere confederate 


_health-dispensator, in a fit of indiscretion to his rever-. 


ential brethren of the penetrating art and: science, to his 


illustrious society acknowledge his: utter ignorance. of 


the cause cf human diseases, then what must. say 


‘yusticity, having no political interest in disguising the 
truth, of its incompetency, But the disclosing of it must _ 


serve to vindicate the multiplied reasons why no fee or 
reward and profitable emolument,. by a conventional 


tariff, are exacted to compensate. its devastating blunders. 
-But as nothing can be done for. nothing, to the honer: of 
civilization this should leave incontestible, that its char- 


acteristical prerogative. and peculiar distinction must be 
dound, in, the advantage ef protecting and: legally ex- 


-changing common properties, and also reciprocally in- 
the fixing judiciously an intrinsic value mutually upon 


whatever is done fer each other; then, this» happy 
state of existence continually dees exhibit the lively pic- 


ture of barter, exaction, and metallic compensation.— 
Hence, ask, give and receive, Js a general matto, and 
adclized metal, real or figurative,.is a general conciliator. 
-\But in this oceurrence, deviating from the common rule 
of traffic, lucroys employment insuring prosperous and 
- comfortable life, we have but.to terminate the justifiable 
and innumerable reasons. why rusticity has and forever — 


will insist on exploding immunities for which it has net 


-been authorised nor regularly licensed, and duly invested- 


wath the regular lucrificable privilege; but after what 


chas been said for the express purpose of diminishing the 


surprise that-has and still may produce the disinterested 


practice, if still. the method, to the eyes of civilized hu- 
man 
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aman society, is yet thought to be a novelty, one may 


conclude by the irrefragable answer, that this strange 


practice is only known to unpolished society ; and to 
-make lucid the veracity of the assertion, one may have 
_ -reeourse to some travelling relation, and refer to them 
" to decide the question. Then, for the purpose of hav- 
ing recourse to the manner and practice of some unciv- 
alized nations, one cannot deny, that among those classes 
_ of wild beings, the Barbarian Hottentots are computed 
and designed as occupying the first rank, and as belong- 
ing to the first rate of wild creatures ;—then from those 
“who have visited them, one may borrow the disinterest- 
ed citation, serving to inform of the mode of recompense 
_ which they generally receive for their pains and solici- 
tous attendance, in trying to give relief to their own 
species ; and these are their genuine words and expres- 
“sions : aie feats | | 
» “IneveryKraall there is a physician, and the large 
_-ones have two, who have some skill in botany, surgery 
- and medicine ; they are chosen out of the sages of each 
—Kraally and appointed te watch over the health of the 
inhabitants; this they perform without fee or reward— 
the honor of the employment being judged a sufficient 
recompense for their trouble.”"— Extract from the Voy- 
ages and Travels of Smart, Goldsmith and Johnson, vot.

‘* Lhe honor of the employment being judged a suficient — 


-recompence for their trouble.’—Hence one may infer, 
that among those illiterate barbarians the heart is the 
‘sanctuary of both honor and sénsibility ; and on those 
occasions is the only raover which peremptorily directs 
and guides their attempts in trying to assuage pain, and 
give relief to their suffering fcllow- creatures; then itself 
only wanting reward, finds it, and thinks to be {uly com- 
‘pensated in the success of the undertaking. “The spe- 
cious quotation fully and incontrovertibly informing of 
the disinterested principles existing among those wild 
faces, are of anatureto make known their particular 
mode of being compensated for their paying attention in 
trying to give assistance to their own specics. It boy 
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be useless to have recourse to other relations of the same. 
Kind, which coyld only serve to corroborate that such 
disinterested method, which is to be found among bar- 
barians, is solely peculiar to unrefined population. But 
contrary to these maxims, generously and scrupulously 
observed by uncivilized hordes, and instead of perform. ° 
ing the part of a tutelary comforter, by the assiduous at- 
tention and eager wishes to give relief to pains, giving 
vent to the impulse of nature ; if, in order to indulge an , 
insatiable metallic rapacity, those wild inhabitants, elect-. 
ed for the purpose of giving help to their own afflicted 
race, and. by their own people should they not be thought 
to degrade their honorable employment by the setting an 
arbitrary value to their trouble and attendance: and 
could not their visit and presence augment distress, by 
putting in the mind of affliction to have in readiness 
the prefixed immunity, serving to compensate the 
trouble taken to diminish their pain, and also to 
engross it? Should not those venal sages be €X pos- 
ed, and suspected or taxed of employing fraudu- 
lous means ‘in the view of protracting the recovery of 
their patients, and by their deed to have claim to un- 
bounded extortion ?—and should not such a reflection to | 
the distressed be more of a detrimental than of an amend- 
ing nature, when the afflicted, thinking that they are only 
attended for the sake of gain, by interested beings, stran- 
gers to compassion, inured to their trade, and to mspect 
affiiction with obdurate hearts, and insensible ears, have 
to receive in them, and that without the least sensation, 
the repeating echo and accent of pain and lamentation ?

its scrutinization, as it hag been left incontested, that the 
plant must be looked upon as one of the most potent, 
pungent and narcotic, of the first rate sort ; from hence 
we have to proceed, and take this incontroyertible truth 
for the basis of our investigation, and examine the cffect 
which these two principles found existing in the plant may 
have unavoidably upon human animal economy.

In ‘order to be enabled to de- 
monstrate the true believers jn the specifical virtue of the 
pulverized herb, and convince them of their delusion, we 
have to investigate,the intended purpose of the organ of 
smelling ; upon that score, without studious researches, 
one can be easily informed, that this conspicuous organ- 
ical contrivance, by its evincible multiplied ramifications, 
and intimated essential connection with the various parts 
of the head, eyes, &c, itis obvious, that wise nature has 
intended the organ of the nose for the purpose of serving 
as an indispensable diverticulum to the eyes, by which 
their superfluous moisture can be issued, and with it the 
serousity and humor of the head. If the accuracy of the 
truth cannot be contested, this citation of it must serve 
to make lucid the effectual tendency of the pulverized 
herb ; first contesting any benefit received from the snuf- 
fing habit, by those addicted to the snulling use, its injury 
must be incontestible; and that continually filling up the 
passage intended to serve as a conduit to the humorous 
evacuation, and the repelling of them, impeding those 
urgent function accumulation of humor in the head, must 
be the natural effect operated by the snullng practice.

experience ; and if one can assert, that those who are 
the most addicted to the habit of chewing the herb, are

obliged to be succinct in the reflection concerning this ac- 
quzous juice, by nraking use only of the rational facul- 
tics implanted in human species, one has the palpable and.

tion. Beside the essential office of the spittle to maintain 
the animal existence, its economy evincing the general - 
wisdom of the first author of all things, it cannot be de- 
med, (nothin® existing for vain purpose) that the saliv- 
arous juice serves to moisten the tongue, and render its 
motion more voluble and easy, and by a continual and 
fresh supply, prevents or pacifies thirst, and consequently 
helps and co-operates the sensation of taste. Such are 
in part the intended uses of spittle in-human bodies, au- 
thorizing to conclude for its preciousness, its being unde- 
niably endowed with a dissoluble quality, which by an 
indispensable ferment, effectuates and terminates the di- 
gestion. If such are the undeniable virtues and implicit 
use of saliva in the human body, we have to question the 
indefatigable mastigating sputators, concerning the solv- 
ing motives which continually induce them so easily to 
part with a juice, so notoriously and obviously essential 
to the animal functions. On that topic, as the answer ig 
common, and generally the same as the one given by the 
ardent zealots of the triplicated mode of the herbous wor- 
ship, and modern ruling triarchy ; and that the religious 
sacrilicer of the fumifarious fragrant holocaust of the in- 
flamed plant, have the same pretext to vindicate their 
combusting sacrifice; and that by the assistance of fire 
they pretend to expel water, or the pituitous humor, out 
of the stomach, we have tu examine the solid basis upon 
which lays their concluding assertion. On that score, 
obliged to be brief with those who of a gross habit and, 
corpulency might answer, that repleted With the undi- 
gestable and greasy substance of their immoderated lus.

sity ofa fanciful habit, wanting to be acquainted with the 
_ Hagitious author of their diseases, and the enemy of thcit 
life, not wishing themselves, by destructive practice, to be 
the most mortal enemy of their existence, and shorten 
it. Ifrio benefit can be proved to be received from the 
spectorating practice, that can induce them to continue 
in it, we have to relate the offensive one which the herb 
promoter of spectoration can effectuate on the system of 
its partial lovers. First, the body deprived and constant- 
ly drained of saliva, must produce the reverse of its in- 
tended use ; consequently impede the digestion, by the 
want of tts proper emollient and dissolvant, and unavoid- 
ably créate a continual thirst ; and the blood left dry and 
void of any nutritive inseparable serum, then destitute of 
fresh supply, the fluxiots soul of life cannot but be af- 
fected, and hindered to execute its circulating function. 
Then left in a state of impotency, and destitute of nutri- 
tion, one may easily account for the enervated and debil- 
itated situation of most of those who are addicted to the 
expectorating evacuation. Then, the whole frame im- 
paired, heetic fever must ensue, and its concomitant 
consequences, viz. inanition avd the system extenuated, 
phthisis or consumption must soon take place; and to 
add to these, if it was contested, notwithstanding the 
giving the result of solicitous examination, that the in- 
 ordinated spectoration could not operate in such offen- 
sive manner, we must ask what could do it more than 
the pungent juice of the herb, and its being constantly 
introduced into the stomach by the fumigating or mas- 
tigating mode ? as it Is incontestable, that the saliva or 
the spittle in the mouth must be mixed with the juice of 
the plant, and by different ways swallowed down, both 
the liquids & solids being impregnated before their intro- 
duction into the stomach and are constantly mixed with 
ihe pungent juice; then, relying on the coroding qual- 
| ities 


ities of it, what can more eflectually create lungs and 
breast affections? If such are the prevailing results of 
the mastigating and spectorating habit, we have to relate 
the incalculable one of the fumigating mode, when hav. 
ing to mention, that with respect to spectoraiion, one 
has a double share of the unbounded blessings which 
the liberal herb diffuses on its lervent-worshippers ; who, 
to enjoy the unlimitable favors of the idolized leaves, by 
both voluptuous fumigation and succulent gustation, 
for this purpose, the ingenious and fervent devotees 
have invented and admirably-contrived an economical fla. 
mifarous torch, whose elegant form and natural -simpli- 
city deserve in all respects its unparalleled celebrity— 
giving a luscious juice, and that without the help of the 
molars. Then such a virtue must give the palm tothe 
matchless segar ; When of frankincense making a free 
distribution on the assembly assisting in the fumevomus

But, on that head, as we have to inform the unaware 
beholders of the fashionable fumigation, of the nature of 
the blessings which are bestowed on them, and to which 
they have full participation ; for that purpese, we have 
to candidly intimate them with the nature and tendency 
of the fume evaporation. ‘Upon that score, we have to 
relate, that if the pungency and narcotical virtue of the 
herb is left incontestable, it must be assected, that the 
action of fire makes it deliver with more power, those 
acrimonious and inherent principles, distinguishing the 
pungent plant. ‘Then, the consequence of its efuviuna 
must inevitably expose those present at the nubiferus 
celebration, to receive, and that gratuitously, and at dis- 
cretion, the plenary gift of various diseases, besides the 
grace of stupefaction. To cut short with the confla.

“By this undeniable specimen of the plant fumigating pro- 
duction, one is advised, that it is not enough to have the 
precaution to abstain from the fumifarious recreation : 
those who are anxious of recovery, and desirous. of 
health, must also have the caution to avoid, as they 
- would plague and contagion, the pernicious company of 
those mouth inflamed torch-bearers, effectual promoters — 
of destruction, only comparable to Vesuvius, which of 
their fulminent bowels void nothing but calamitous 
ignition, bituminous: principle, calx and baneful in- 
fection. pe ae | de ae 
~. But notwithstanding this candid narrative of the pe- 
culiar virtues and dismal effects which the use of this 
celebrated vegetable does produce, free from prevention _ 
and partiality in their detection, one must assert, that 
their relation is only the result of solicitous researches, 
and based on the experience acquired by+continued 
sedulous investigation, conceriing the eftect of the smok- 
“yng habit. But as we may say, if this relation Is sus- 
pected of being of an hyperbolical nature, in order to vin- 
‘dicate the assertions concerning the offensive product, 
arising from the various use of the pungent herb, to have 
evinced its virulent tendeney, we have but to refer to 
the natural juice which can be extracted by ghemical 
analysis from the plant ; and upon that head we have 
to quote, that by the authentical analyzation of the herb, 
experience has proved to demonstration, that only a 
drop of chemical oil of tobacco, being put on the tongue 
of a cat, in-an instant produces violent convulsions, and 
death itself ina minute. If such is the benign effect 
which the extracted juice does pruduce on the brute 
creature, one must ask to.the insatiable herb devourers, | 
snuffers and smokers, what must be the one that the 
permanent use of the plant does produce upon the hu- 
man species, addicted to the use of such a detrimental | 
vegetable 2? To attenuate this palpable truth, and try to 
diminish the impression which the true: citation ought 
to produce on the mind of those addicted to the depra- 
ved habit, should any one answer, that the human 
A | tongue 
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tongue has no similarity to the tender one of the lionic 
domestic race, and consequentiv cannot be susceptible 
of experiencing such a quick and effectual sensation as 
the one stated to take place on the tongue of the tame 
beast—on that score, one cannot deny, that if one must 
make a difference between the cat’s frame and human 
structure, with regard to the sensation of the tongue, 
one must assert, that there is a great similarity, by the 
impression which the herbous oil does operate on the 
human system, it havmg been tried as a tooth-ache 
specific ; and by acting in a similar manner with the 
cat’s as with the human tongue, the oil catholicon has 
demonstrated its peculiar and innumerable virtues, by

| te innated propense for flagration, and ‘making of their 
‘mouths ardent furnaces of Het Se and those flamefa- 
tious ignevomious, indicating insuperable predeliction, 
one must ask them what peculiar emblem and character-

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danx of infernal region, closing the sorrawful detection 
of the devastating effects caused to the human race, by

To those who are seeking after relief, or to repair the 
damage caused to their system by the destructive habit, 
may the contents of the narrative of the plant tendency re-' 
prove them forever of its use, & serve also to open the eyes 
of the inconsiderated, with regard tq the danger they ex- 
pose themselves and others, by their pernicious practice, 
its creating disorders on them, shortening their days ; they 
must remind, that-by the perfidious habit, they are the ac~ 
tive promoters of diseases on themselves & their intimates 
orrelatives,and too often the cause of their pains & miseries..

can be determined in extricating the juice of fleshy sub- 
stance, and despotically assimilating them to its nature 5 
upon that score, and for the purpose to receive solvable 
instruction concerning the rtucessity of the salt ingredi- 
ent, and its useful addition to the food, itvis of all evi- 
dence, that nothing of what is introduced into human 
bodies, either carnal or vegetable substances, is void of a_ 
peculiar salt, inherent to the nature of the species they be- 

long to; which must authorise to conclude, that the ad- 

ding a strange one tothe food, must operate a powerful. 
accumulation of salinous substances in the human body ; — 
consequences which must lead to make the following 
questions : Which is this to prevent the incumbrance of 
those various sorts, either natural or added to the ali- 
ments? What means or active antagonist, as effectual 
detergent, have human capacity in their power to expel 
those superabounding superfluities ? 

‘But on the chapter of efficacious & detersive expedients, 
notwithstanding what an infatuated arrogance & sophism 
could argue, as human incapacity & destitution of knowl- 
edge is too obvious, & too manifest to be related, and that 
nothing by them can be pointed out to effectually de- 
terge and prevent their system from being impaired by 
the redundant influence of the ponderant absorbing in- 
gredient, its continuated addition to the food must un- 
avoidably contribute to operate an offensive repletion of — 
silt substance into the human body, having nothing to 
indicate that is employed in order to evacuate it; andl to 
confirm the veracity of this assertion, and the influence 
of salt impregnation, one may cite, that even pure water 
within the vessel that serves to contain it, either to bot 
er remain stagnating, leaves after it palpable traces of a

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petrescent nature; obvious consequences, which. must, 


iead to make the positive assertion, that the repeated and. 
inordinate use of the salt ingredient, added to the human, 
food, must prove to them and their existence of being 
notwithstanding the antiquity of its use, of a most hurt-, 
ful and pernicious tendency.

:mine and relate the offensive effect and natural tendency 
of the salinous coramon victuals. 1 

But as to fully investigate such an extensive and se- 
Hous matter, would lead’ to make longer dissertation 
than this unimportant canvass can allow; then to be 
short, contesting to the fabricated salt enemy to nutritive 
principles, to have any one in its nature, and conse- 
rent y to be unable to bestow any on ‘he carnal sub- 
stance, its peculiar and most notorious viriacs being.to 
sxclude the one ofthe fleshy substances, and hereave 
hem of their j Lab into which one may be authorized to 

ssert, that does reside the fleshy nutrition, then the 
merit of the salt principle and virtue, may be computed

With 
respect to the salubrious tendency and effect of those 
salt aliments, one 1s authorized to relate, that by then 
puircfaction in disguise is effectually introduced into the 
human body, which afterwards displays its incalculable 
and prolifical products, by infinite series of complaints, 
diseascs, and manifold miseries ; namely, generating va- 
rious putrid fevers, without excepting the contagious 
baneful yellow one and its congenial pestilence ; to 
this muniferous’ dispensation: must be added. the innu- 
mnerable cutaneous eruptions and their nigh relatives, m- 
eluding leprosy, and its miultiplied congeniality known 
and popularly designated: and termed by the name of tit- 
ters, ring- worms, salt-rheum, serophulous humor, & the 
epidermis ulcerous affections ; hkewise, biood dissolution 
and: scorbutic infection ; added to.the litany of the bliss. 
of the absorbing aliment, that consolidating and petri- 
fying the hamorous substance into the humin body, and 
b¥ that preventing their cyacuation, then by such effects 
one may have ground tovinfer of the primitive cause of 
nephritic disorders, and obstruction of the water in the 
bladder, generating stone, gravel, &c. causing strangua-

Fodds : evincing their offensiveness, and the one they must 
he tO the system, by their fetid evaporation. If 
nothing but putr idity can be issued from them, one must 
ask, wh tat better warning or more instructive lesson, or 
admonition, can the human, race receive, from the dan- 
gers resulting for them in applying to those unsalubri- 
ons mortified foods, for the purpose of supporting their 
life? If the consequence of their uncautiousness on 
those oceasions, may be ascribed as one fundamental cause 
of their diseases, one may be justified i in declaring, that 
to the use of salinous substances is due, part of human 
diseases and epidemical contagion, and the wast ing of 
the frames of those who by unaccountable propensity 
evince on this occasion, the one of feeding on the re- 
mains of carnal infestion ; therefore, one may be excusa- 
ble & justified, persuaded of such baneful effects, if those 
noxious fleshy substances are pointed out and. detected 
to the eyes of those who are seeking after relief, as be- 
ing one of the most effectual promoters of their pains 
and complicated miseries. 

And as to the fabricated salt substance, to which ie 
salinous fleshy ones owe their artificial preservation, as 
their fatal consequences, and the complicated magnitude 
of their hurtfulness, would involve a long and extensive 
disquisition, we are obliged for the moment. to postpone 
the full investigation ofa si ubject, which importance would 
lead to infinite dissertation, to be enabled to appreciate 
and conclude on the nature and tendency of this primary 
ingredient, added to the human food. But what has 
been said concerning the salt principle must be found 
indispensable, to cyince its inherent property, ‘and the 
one that it does bestow by its addition to carnal and 
various substances ; ; therefore, ob! liged.,. to. close the re. 
fection and investigation of such an extensive subject, 
one must terminate | it by inviting those who arc sceking 
for health and relief, to strictly conform themselves to 
the recommended abstinence, and consider the.use of 

salt food as a deceitful preservation, and that without any 
Sistiiction, as being tor them one of the “most actiy 
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‘asents introduced , into their body, that can bequeath 


and protract pains and various maladies; and impress 
their minds, that if life is to be supported by alimentary 
sustenance, it cannot be effectually done and succeeded 
with, and health preserved, but by having constantly 


recourse to fresh and salubrious substances, and that of 


both the solid and liquid species. 
Therefore, quitting the solid article, and being on the 
one of liqnidity, we have to proceed also to the. vindica- 


tion of those which by their nature have been included 


in the diétical abstinence ; and as such offensive enes 
must be cited the ardent spiritous liquors which must be 
and are reckoned as deserving to hold the first rank in the 

catalogue of tools of human destruction, & for the specie the 
most degrading one of stupefaction. Onsuch a prolific 


choptcr, to fully demonstrate the hurtfulness that those 
combusting liquidity and pre-eminent chief principles of 


intoxication can be to the system, and consequently to 


‘the operation which those who stand in need of remedies, 
and are seeking after them, for the purpose of finding 
‘the end of oe complaints and afflictigns, for those af. 


flicted, the evincing’ the detrimental tendency of those 


i nifying and inflamm: able spirits, require but little com- 
ment to have the truth elucidated, and the abstinence 
vindicated. - Therefore, upon a point so palpably evident 


to be correctly intimated with the internal operation that 
must take place into the human body, caused by the 


introduction and effect of those combusting liquors, one 


has but to refer to the hideous mental revolution, and 
for human specie degrading picture, exhibited by the 


effect of intoxication, and the peculiar cne of spiritous 


pa and from hence one may easily infer of their con- 


vulsing the sysitm, and consequently of their. pernicious 


use and offensive tendency, in being introduced Into the 


human eich Therefore, on any occasion, the absti- 


nence of those ignifying and combusting drinks cannot be 


- too strone| y. forbidden; and more so, their abstinence 
* must be stric tly observed, when the system impaired by 


diseases: 3S compelled to seek for assistance. Then, in

specie destroyer, could lead to and suggest, to vindicate 
the plausible reason of their abstinence ; although to jus- 
tify it, common sense should require very little explana-

One cannot quit the horrid chapter without interrogas 
ting concerning the pretext alledged to the use ot those 
liquid human disgracing instrament and promoter of 
destruction ; but among the futile reasons that may be 
given for the making use of such a conflagrating liquidi- 
ty, if the quenching of thirst is argued, the succecding 
thereof in those occasions may be compared to their 
having recourse for the purpose, to.a tantalous beverage, 
calcuiated to increase drought and, thirst of those who 
inconsiderately have recourse to such flagitious drink. 
In thirst occasions, the applying to those virulent liquid- 
ities, by the expedient of the deluded, and. means of 
success, it may be comparable to those who in order to 
stop the progress of conflagration, should imagine to suc- 
ceed by pouring oil on the flame ofthe combu sting element. 
Concerning the detrimental! use of varieus things, if rea- 
“sons are given, but with respect to those liquids of in- 
fernality,as no excuse can be given proving theirnecessity, 
-and the benefit that mankind can receive from their use, 
being the reverse by the damage & hurtfulness bestowed 
on human specie, taking thcir source from an infamous 
fabrication, prolific and increasing misery and ageravat- 
ing their wre-ched and lamentable condition, the prac. 
tice and consequences resulting from distilled liquor, 
which liquid seems more intended for the use of furious 
inhabitants of*the demoniacal. regions, than for the bu. 
ran one; therefore, without further dissertation, con- 
cerning this deplorable article, we have to continue ou 
investigation, and proceed to another article, aiso indl- 
gated in the dictical abstinence. sy 

And next to this, as deserving to be included in the 
reprobated list, is mentioned the various spices or the 
inseparable saporific consociates of the salt human pred. 
lected substances and also, as its illustrious commendabk

‘coadjutors, we have to serutinize the hatural tchdendy of 
those culinary additions, and ingredients, which, accord- 
‘ing to the followers of the saporific regular Apicus doctrine 
‘of cockery, and palatable orthodoxy, those supplements 
or by his ‘descending sectators intended and computed 
to be essential to the art of cooking aliments, & as adding to 
the science of palatable perfection, then we have to survey 
the efiect and the nature of those cherished ingredients, 
and extraneous commodities. On the topic of their origin, 
altho’ the seasoning ingredient, like their autocratical salt 
‘partner, can argue ‘of being of antique origin, and also as 
rmmersed in as ; much obscurity as the first principle ef- 
fectual participator to human palatable enjoyment ; with- 
out contesting to these Asiatic productions the claim they 
“have to a venerable antiquity, to be intimated with the 
ene they may: -have to usefulness, in this juncture, we 
have to investigate their nature and the inherent qualities

fo their health and life: to impress their minds with the 
conviction of the correctness of the assertion, also, such 
“a serious matter should require longer dissertation, 

which the présent moment does not allow. But wishing 
to fully elucidate the truth,& based on experience intimate 
with observation concerning the damage which those 
prevailing commodities are able to effect. on the human 
race, not expecting to generally succeed in the persua- 
“sion, but to the inveterated disbelievers of the fast tful- 
ness of those ingredients, their advocates, patrons and

Also, like the pre- 
ceding article’s seasoning partner the absorbing salt, & its 
artificial preserved fleshy substance, this one by its nature 
and its infinite detrimental consequences, should give 
materials to make multiplied dissertations. What has 
been said in the behalf of the predominant Asiatic 
grains and spice various substances, is only to justify

-malignant impulsion, in considering the irresistable par- 
tiality which visibly they indicate to have for every thing 
that cai tend to create pains in them, increase their mis- 
ery, and accelerate the end of their days. 

To prove it, having already related the offensive arti- 
cles so injurious to their svstem, and even acknowledg- 
ed by themselves, upon that head, recapitulating their 
pernicious effects and use, withott attributing to the 
power ofa malignant impulsion, should mankind be so 
seriously occupied in the raising the fatal plant going 
under the name of tobacco, and with it repletine the 
sround of such a noxious herb, which cultivation cannot 
but promote human wants, distress and starvation, in 
making use of it, one 1s obliged to confess, that if it wa 
not by the power of an evil influence, should any 6 


‘man being be found filling up their nostrils with the 


pulverized herb, which beside its disgusting efiects has 
ihe one of destroying all senses, stupifying the intellect- 
tial faculties, and impeding the essential passage serving 
to their respiration ; and with it, if it was not, one must 
be allowed to say, by the power of the same influence, 
should any one belonging tothe rational specie be found 
assimilating themselves to the phytiverous. animals, or 
grass eaters, and keep i in their mouth constantly pungent 
leaves, which noxious and spectorating result has only 
the one bereaving the frame of its nutritive juice, but to 
emaciate the system and create weakness, incalculable 
diseases, promote and forward deaths ; also, if it was 
not by this unaccountable influence, should any one of 
the human specie be cited as denoting fancy, to have re- 
course for sportful enjoyment, to imitate and give them- 
' selves the symbolical representation upon earth of the 
infernal phalanx, and the emblem given to the hell ish 
divinities, and in their fumefarieus exertion, with their 
tedefarious orifice, or mouth torch. bearer, by the burning 
plant vomiting fire: smoke and infection, vad the similar

valetudinarians, 
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vaictudinarians, contagious diseases, corpses, and means 
multiplying afllictions ; then if it was not due to the now- 
er of malevolent influence, should a plant so useless to 
mankind, and so pernicious in its tendency, be cultivated 
and tolerated upon earth ; and also to yield to the power. 
of an evil influence, with regard to the foods made use 
of by mankind, should they not be averse to apply and 
make use of the most filthy animal existing in the earthly 
creation, being so particular with respect to their external 
decoration, how can such nicety not extend its power to 
the internal part, and before introducing any thing into 
it, concerning the filthy flesh of the beast, how does it 
come, that its partial lovers are not put in mind, that 
such a carnal substance is but the one of the quintessen- 
tial and excremental production ? If sclf-preservation is 
the common sentiment found existing in all living crea- 
tures, without ascribing the reverse to the influence of an 
evil impulsion, besides the making use of the loathsome 
beast after its massacration, how can one account for the 
preserving of them,and introducing into the body, infected 
carcases, which putrified aliment and mephytical scent, 
so forcibly beforehand can give warning of their nox- 
iousness and contagious tendency ; then, if like other 
creatures, mankind was guided by the natural sentiment 
of self preservation, cuntemning those unalimentary and 
fetid foods, one must say, that they could not by any | 
consideration be prevailed upon to introduce in their 
bodies, those stinking carnal substances ; and to support 
their life, they would make use of no other but those 
which suavity and balsamic freshness, beforehand, also, 
in making use of them, should intimate of the benefit 
they can be to the system and to their life- preservation ; on

dietical abstinence, by their palpable & offensive natures, 
should prove the probability of the influence of a fatal im-~ 
pulsion, a new digsertation upon their noxious tendency 
could contribute to jusuly. the accuracy of the opinion, 
if not forced for the present, in consideration of the cir- 
cumscribed limits of this canvass, to abbreviate their 
full investigation, But what has been said with respect 
to the offensive tendency of those other articles, must be. 
of service to confirm, that in this modern age of prolific 
and palatable enjoyment, mankind demonstrate to be, 1n 
the making use of them, the absolute reverse of their be- 
ing stimulated by the natural sentiment of self-preserva- 
tion, so notoriously manifesting an irresistable propensity 
for whatever'can tend to increase their complicated dis- 
tress, and forward the end of their days; but, to have 
a little more corroborated the justificable assertion, that 
-a malignant influence seems visibly to participate im hu- 
man calamity, although what has been said with respect 
to their foods might, be of some weight in affording 
proofs, that it is not without foundation, that one is led 
to assert, that the human race undeniably denotes to be 
destitute of that beneficent influence, which so ccnspic- 
uously is evinced to guide the multitude of irrational 
creatures, in regard to the choice of their foods, and oth-, 
er (for them) efficacious productions ; then, such a 
striking deficiency existing in mankind, without being 
suspected of frivolous supposition, one may then attri- 
bute it to an evil impulsion,when so completely indicating 
so little concern for sel{-preservation, and when it is the 
chief mover, ruler and anxiety of the most abject crea-_ 
tures. But upon that head, and to add. some materials 
to the multiplied proofs that can serve to convince, that, 
in many respects mankind demonstrate to be the com- 
plete reverse of all sorts of animals, besides their mani- 
Jesting to be so concerning self-preservation, it is noto- 
rious, that the most ferocious of all creatures manifest ta 
have a sentiment of regard and gratitude for their guar- 
dian benefactor, notwithstanding their keeping them in

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‘close confinement. And upon the point of gratitude, 
‘one cannot deny, also, in many instances, mankind to be 
the utter reverse of ail sort of irrational creatures, when 
so many examples may be given, relying on the ancient 
and modern records, of the ungrateful treatment which 
the most generous and zealous and true devotees to the 
human good, have been rewarded for their service ; and 
being upon thesone that ought to be the most interesting 
‘and precious that mankind can receive from their own. 
specie, obliged to relate the facts, and without dissimu- 
Jation, deteet the truth due to unaccountabl¢ causes, it 
is an irrefragable matter, that upon earth, mankind. mu’st

vent distress, short life, or long infirmities, ought, one 
must infer, be to the mass of the alllicted, a matter de- 
serving notice by the general sullering community ; and 
one must aiso believe, that in the pursuit of giving relief 
to the suffering living creature, any individual, far from 
being exposed to illiberal treatinent, ridicule and abuses, 
for their service and occupation, ought to expect to 
obtain regard, if. in possession of means to succeed in 
-ameliorating their fellow creatures’ distress and sufier- 
ing situation. Ifnot due to the power ofa malignant 
jmpulsion, one must believe that such should be the en- 
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couragement among the civilized race, for those whe 
occupy themselves in diminishing the enormity of their 
feliow beings’ afflictions; and would be the only pur- 
suit; and to have a correct idea, that they cannot be dis- 
appointed in such a natural expectation, we have but te 
transcribe here the following passage, as irrefutable ev- 
idence of the truth, and that given by a competent in- 
former ;
